B. The Couper et al. patent discloses a cursor control circuit used with two displays. 
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C. The Berry et al. patent discloses display of help information near a point at which help is 
requested, but without covering needed information. 

D. The Hoeber et al. patent discloses display of context-sensitive help. 

E. The Gayraud et al. patent discloses display of a status frame that is positioned outside an 
active portion of a user interface and that is updated as a cursor moves. 

F. The Miller et al. patent discloses display of context-sensitive help across plural applications. 

G. The Powers HI et al. patent discloses a system for layering windows from respective 
applications. 

H. The Tozuka patent generally discloses a help function. 

I. The Dazey et al. patent discloses use of a separate, context-sensitive help pane on the same 
physical display device as an application on which help is sought. 

J. The Trueblood patent discloses a system for sharing input devices (mouse, keypad cursors) 
among plural physical display devices.
